Thus the Laseke Disposal 
co. this week is asking for 
a good turn from the resi­ 
dents of Arlington Heights.

THE S C A V E N G E R 
firm 
carried out its part of the bargain 
last week by agreeing to haul 
garbage for another year at the 
same prices as it did during the 
past two years. This it did des­ 
pite the fact that under its orig­ 
inal contract with the village, it 
could have demanded an increase 
injprices for the coming year. 
The favor the disposal service 
wants in return is quite reason­ 
able. It is simply this: comply 
with the rules. 
Home owners are now “abus­ 
ing” the system, slowing down 
the collectors and pushing costs 
even higher, complains the firm. 
It wants the use/*; of the service 
to realize that things can’t con­ 
tinue this way much longer. Not 
with starting wages for drivers 
going from $109 to $144 a week in 
the fall.

"WE ARE GETTING snowed 
under by the extras,” said ownei 
Henry W. Laseke. “Under our 
agreement with the village, we 
are to pick up two 20-gallon cans 
twice a week. That ought to be 
adequate but apparently it isn’t. 
We have been picking up extra 
baskets and boxes as a courtesy 
but lately the load has gotten too 
heavy and we’ve had to stop. 
“Now we’re leaving it up to 
the drivers whether or not to pick 
up extra refuse.” 
Some of the overloading is 
caused by families doubling up 
on a single pick-up with their 
neighbors. 
Other 
users 
stack 
grass and trimmings chin-high on 
the curb in whatever container is 
handy. 
One of the worst offenders filled 


a barrel with dirt and odds and 
ends of buildings materials. Two 
men could barely manage to dump 
it. 
Families who have more than 
enough refuse to fill two cans 
twice a week should do one of 
two lyings, Laseke said: pay 7b 
cents a month extra, for which 
the firm will accept anything ex- 
<ept building materials or call the 
firm for a special, one-time pick­ 
up- 
One particularly bad type of 
cheating the firm finds hard to 
stop. This occurs when owners 
who pay only for curb service 
leave their garbage cans at the 
back door. 


IT TOOK CONSIDERABLE effort to balance the lid on top 
of this over-full garbage can and Laseke Disposal Service would 
rather Arlington Heights residents not try to test the forces of 
gravity this way.

J. WARD WRIGHT, acting vil­ 
lage manager, negotiated the a- 
greement with Laseke. The pre­ 
sent prices, $1.90 a month for 
curb service and $2.75 a month 
for back-door service, will con­ 
tinue until August I, 1959. 
The original contract negotiated 
in 1956 provided for an extension 
of the contract at prices tied in­ 
to the cost-of-living index. Wright 
said the index has risen enough 


In the past two years to entitle 
Laseke to an increase of almost 
30 cents. Laseke agreed to forego 
the price hike and the village a- 
greed to undertake a revision of 
the present system during the 
next year. Wright said the village 
will probably take over billing 
and other paper work under the 
new system. The revision will also 
seek to eliminate present “abus­ 
ee,” he noted.

The carnival now holding 
forth at Westgate shopping 
center won’t be forgotten for 
a long time. 
By Tuesday evening the 
carnival — brought in for a 
six-day stand as a shopping 
promotion — had created a 
bigger furor than a passel of 
cats in a rain barrel. 


THERE WAS A three-ring cir­ 
cus going on among the shopping 
center merchants. A r l i n g t o n ] 
Heights village officials and West 
gate residents. 
Highlights of the excitement: 
—By Tuesday noon the cami- 1 
val’s wild 
animals 
had 
been 
tossed out of the village, by vil­ 
lage order. The remainder of the 
carnival stays through Saturday. 
—Residents of 
the 
neighbor­ 
hoods— liow many or few nobody | 
quite knew—complained the roars 
of the lions kept them from sleep­ 
ing Sunday and Monday nights. 
—Merchants and village offi­ 
cials argued for two days about 
a misunderstanding over fees to 
be paid to the village. The village 
emerged as the winner Tuesday 
night. 
—Hundreds flocked to the shop­ 
ping center to enjoy themselves 
on the rides with the aid of tickets 
given out with purchases. 
THE ANIMALS scarcely had a 
chance to prove their showman­ 
ship before they were exiled to 
the countryside, far from the un­ 
gracious atmosphere of suburbia. 
Peewee, the only lion in the 
world which can hop like a kan­ 
garoo, according to owner Jules 
Jacot. was in but three shows 
Monday afternoon before he and 
his friends were run out of town. 
Also sent packing were eight 
other Hems, four Indian elephants, 
a pair of monkeys, a pair of goats 
and six performing dogs. A string 
of ponies was allowed to stay. 
Tuesday afternoon Jacot, wear­ 
ing a pith helmet, a deep tan 
and k glum expression, stalked 
the paved prairies of the shopping 
center,' allowing as how this is 
the first time such a thing has 
happened in his 50 years of lion- 
handling. 
"They loved us 
in

last year,” he commented. “The 
governor general sent us a letter 
afterwards, telling us how much 
they liked us.”

UNDER A THREAT to close 
the carnival down, the merchants 
paid the full $175 a day for two 
days Tuesday. It was paid under 


protest, the merchants stating 
that a carnival permit good for 
the six days had been issued two 
weeks ago. 
Wright Tuesday night declared 
the carnival permit had been is­ 
sued by error and later voided. 
Trustees said they couldn’t re­ 
write the ordinance in time to re­ 
duce the fees because a period of 
IO days is needed before it could 
take effect. 
So the shopping center had to 


pay the full amount of $175 a day 
Wednesday in order to stay open. 
Webb 
Hartmann, 
chamber 
of 
commerce manager, called the 
sum “outrageous.” 
Referring to the fact that no 
one was apparently aware how 
many animals would accompany 
the carnival, 
Freitag 
drew 
a 
laugh at the 
Tuesday 
meeting 
when he quipped: “It turned out 
to be a little 
bigger than 
we 
thought it would.” 


HIS COMPANION, a 
grizzled 
veteran named K. O. Green, was 
equally morose about having to 
pack up his animals and move 
on. K. O. owns the dogs, monkeys 
and goats. He claimed the show 
had educational features, as one 
of the monkeys is a rhesus mon­ 
key — “one of the kind they get 
polio vaccine from.” 
The animals were ordered to 
leave under an ordinance which 
bans noisy animals from the vil­ 
lage day or night. According to

THE 
DISAGREEMENT over 
fees between the merchants’ as­ 
sociation and the village involved 
nearly $1,000. 
Two weeks ago hardware store 
owner Harold Freitag asked the 
village board to change fees cur- 
cently on the books for carnivals. 
The merchants didn’t mind pay­ 
ing the $15 a day carnival fee 
but felt they shouldn’t have to 
pay an extra charge of $10 a day 
for each booth with an admission 
charge. They said the associa­ 
tion is a not-for-profit corporation. 
The board at the time agreed to 
rewrite the ordinance to distin­ 
guish between not-for-profit spon­ 
sors and ventures for profit only. 
Trustees provided only that there 
would be a “settlement” on the 
extra fee question. 
What the merchants understood 
by “settlement” was obviously

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We take our hats off to resi­ 
dents of Rolling Meadows. George 
Howes, Palatine township collec­ 
tor, reports that a greater per­ 
centage of taxpayers in that city 
paid their personal property tax 
bills than in any other area. 
We are sorry to learn f r o m 
other collectors that about t h e 
same number of personal prop­ 
erty bills were thrown into t h e 
waste 
baskets as in 
previous 
years. 
This may be because only a 
few of the judges to whom the 
state’s attorney has turned over 
such 
delinquencies, 
h a v e 
pressed collections.

Several inquiries have b e e n 
received at this publication office 
as to how and when tax protests 
can be filed. 
Protests as to valuations can 
only be made in the year for 
which the valuations 
are 
set. 
Thus it is too late to object to 
valuations on which 1957 bills are 
now in collection. 
A person can enter a protest 
with the board of appeals on 
valuation on next year’s taxes 
during the 10-day period t h a t 
hearings are being held on prop­ 
erty in his particular township. 
Local collectors report that 
a greater number than usual 
have filed protests on rea 11 y 
taxes than last year. Such pro­ 
tests can only be based on the 
frit-v yatft- 
Persons who protest save very 
little money. 
They must turn 
over the full amount of their tax 
to the county treasurer, w h o 
is now making refunds on 19o2 
taxes — five years late. 
The taxing body 
is 
the one 
which really suffers. In justice to 
those who pay their taxes in full, 
every taxing body should protect 
its rate in the courts. 
Too often they make a rate 
settlement with some large tax­ 
payer which settlement bene­ 
fits the smaller taxpayer whose 
attorney rides along on the coat 
tails of the large corporation.

A member of Arlington Heights 
Park Board recently explained to 
us why there is not a navigable 
street on the east side of Pioneer 
Park. 
The explanation sounded rea­ 
sonable and was so accepted by 
us but some of those who have 
occasion to use that fieldhouse 
have asked us to use our good 
offices to hurry up construction 
of the road.

Highway Commission, pro v i d e 
for a minimum speed limit of 40 
miles per hour for the entire toll 
way for all vehicles and maxi­ 
mum speed limits ranging from 
60 to 70 miles per hour for pas­ 
senger cars. 
Charles L. Dearing, executive 
director of the commission, said 
that the tollway traffic regula­ 
tions are in general conformance 
with the Illinois Motor Vehicle 
Law and the Illinois Uniform Act 
regulating traffic on 
highways 
and are subject to review by the 
attorney general.

“SPEED restrictions have been 
set with the emphasis on t h e 
side of safety," he said. “Design 
of the entire 
tollway 
with 
its 
wide lanes, 
shoulders, gen t ! e 
curves and grades, and long sight 
distances has been keyed to safe 
driving.

The W a y W e See It 
LU LAC Deserves 
Support of Area 


Of all the publicity devoted to suburbia’s Mexican- 
American population these past few months, none is 
more encouraging than the announcement of the for­ 
mation of a LULAC council in Bensenville to serve 
these residents in northwest suburbs. 


LULAC is the League of United Latin American 
Citizens, an ethnic organization established 30 years 
ago to help meet the expanding needs of Mexiean-Ameri- 
cans. It is non-partisan in politics and religion. 


LULAC has been particularly strong in the south­ 
west, and only recently began organizational work in 
the midwest. Its accomplishments are considerable, its 
aspirations commendable. 


The league believes in the democratic principle 
of individual political and religious freedom, in the 
right to equality of social and economic opportunity. 
But at the same time, it urges its mem!>rrship to 
“rely upon the framework of human progress, slow 
and sound, unequivocal and firm.” 


In stressing that education is the foundation for the 
cultural growlh and development of this nation, the lea­ 
gue states that “we are obligated to protect and promote 
the education of our people in accordance with the best 
American principles and standards.” Thus LULAC en­ 
courages the learning and understanding of English, rec­ 
ognition of civic duties and responsibility, intelligent 
participation in community life. 


Declares the L IX AC code: “Learn how’ to discharge 
your duties before you learn how to assert your rights; 
educate and make yourself worthy, standing high in the 
light of your own deeds.” 


League of United Latin American Citizens believes 
in cooperation with other civic and service groups in 
the fields of public service and social action. Thus they 
are working closely with The Opportunity Council in 
tackling Mexican-American problems in northwest sub­ 
urbs. 


Ll LAC’s conservative, intelligent approach is 
particularly commendable at a time when the irre­ 
sponsible, the radical, and the rah hie rouser are 
over-eager to seize upon any opportunity to exploit 
the misfortunes of a minority group and put them 
to (personal adju tage. 


We arc pleased to congratulate LULAC on the es­ 
tablishment of its new’ northwest suburban council, 
and especially upon its rapid growth. It deserves the 
enthusiastic support, not only of residents with Mexican- 
American heritage, but of all suburbanites interested in 
better citizenship and finer communities. 


Mental Hospitals 


Much publicity has l>oon given in recent weeks to 
Illinois* deteriorating mental hospitals. Our state has 
the dubious distinction of having some of the most poor­ 
ly staffed and ill-equipped institutions in the country. 


"Part ut this plight is due to state legislators 
who keep a tight rein on meager hospital purse 
strings; part of it is due to a woeful lack of interest 
on the part ut the taxpayer who {termite such condi­ 
tions to exist unchallenged. 


There is a desperate need for reorganizing and sup­ 
plementing our mental institutions in Illinois. Acutely 
ill patients should he treated more and more in general 
hospital psychiatric wards, as is being done in many 
communities. 


We 
should 
treat 
long-term, 
chronically-ill 
patients in the present state hospitals, but continue 
to modernize them aud rigidly hold new mental 
hospitals to I,(NMI or at the most 1,500 bed units. 
These institutions should Im* supplemented with day 
hospitals, night hospitals, half-way houses, rehabili­ 
tation and after-cure clinics. 


And finally, we should licgin investing a groat deal 
more public and private funds in research and in the 
training ol psychiatric personnel, for it is the dividends 
from this last investment which could make possible 
some day shutting down of the huge public mental hos­ 
pitals once and for all.

China'VV orth W eight in Gold 


The story of Derby china began 
In 1750 when William Duesbury, 
in 
association with A n d r e w 
Planche, made the first piece of 
china in the town. This was very 
soon after its introduction 
into 


Europe by John Bottger, the Ger­ 
man pioneer of the ceramic art, 
in the early part of the 18th cen­ 
tury. 
Derby china quickly at­ 
tained national fame under Dues­ 
bury’ s direction, and the factory

THE YEAR 1773 w>as an impor­ 
tant one because the Derby fac­ 
tory was visited by King George 
IU,who took considerable inter­ 
est in its products, and to mark 
the occasion granted Duesbury a 
patent to mark Derby china with 
the crown. From that date Derby 
china became known as Crown 
Derby. 
After many years of progres­ 
sive trading by Duesbury and his 
successors, the original factory, 
due to the death of its proprie­ 
tors, was closed; but before do­ 
ing so, 
they disposed of

best of the models and moulds, 
receipts and pattern books 
and

marks to a number of

IN 1876 A NEW company was 
formed to revive the industry in 
a much larger way and to estab­ 
lish overseas markets.

Queen Victoria granted the com­ 
pany a Royal Warrent of Appoint­ 
ment as Porcelain Manufacturers 
to Her Majesty and commanded 
that the company be known as 
the Royal Crown Derby Porce­ 
lain Co. Ltd. 
The porcelain of Derby was a 
beautiful shade of pure white

Mrs. Mundy Visits Vienna 
On Home Trek from Europe 


Mrs. Muriel Mundy of Ar • 
lingtnn Heights, owner of t h e 
Muriel Mundy *hnp in Dunton 
f-ourt 
is 
currently 
touring 
Europe. Here is another a c • 
count of her experiences in . 
eluded in a letter “ Rack home."' 
‘ Our trip is on the h o m e ­ 
stretch now . Tomorrow we go to 
Milan. 
“ The time has passed too fast. 
it s hard to realize we've b e e n 
gone three weeks. Here in Vienna 
we have enjoyed the wonderful 
pastry shops where one sits down 
for a cup of expresso and a tart. 
We stopped 
at one called De- 
MelTs, never have I seen a more 
mouth-watering sight than these 
hundreds of varieties of pastries. 
“ The foreign correspondent for 
I the Herald Tribune wrote t h a t 
he drove 300 miles out of his way 
on his trip to Moscow to enjoy 
the pastries in Vienna. 
* * * 
“ VIENNA 
IS 
A 
tremendous 
city, bustling with activities. The 
population is 31:* million and the 
shops are crowded with people; 
and traffic moves at a n e r v e - 
wracking pace. 
“ We visited the Schoonbru tv n 
castle, the home of Mane Teresa, 
Empress of Austria, and mother 
of Mane Antoinette and Franz 
Joseph. 
“ We also visited the famous 
Spanish Ridimg School of Vienna. 
This stable which is housed in a 
castle, dates back 220 years. The 
horses are pure white after they 
reach maturity, although they are 
brown as colts. Their training 
takes a period of three to f o u r 
years.

“ DI RING THE occupation of 
Austria the colonel of the court 
riding school turned the horses 
over to the 
protection 
of the 
American forces under Gener a I 
Patton. They were returned after 
the war to the new Austria. These 
horses may be recognized from 
the many statuettes seen in our 
country, mounted by a red uni­ 
formed soldier. 
“ We also attended the opera in 
the beautiful newly-reconstructed 
opera house, all aglitter w i t h 
white and gold and crystal. 
“ The opera, 
Siegfried.* lasted 
41* hours, starting at 6 p.m. This 
opera house is the most important 
one in all of Europe with th e 
exception of LaScala in M il a n, 
which of course is a very dis­ 
appointing structure.

“ VIENNA IS considered 
th e 
second music center of the w'orld 
and it was quite a privilege to 
have witnessed the event in so 
famous 
a place. The build i n g 
was badly damaged during the 
war and for many years the peo­ 
ple of this city were without an 
opera house. It was rebuilt, main­ 
ly by public subscription at tre­ 
mendous cost. 
“ On to M ilan—Everyone w ho 
has ever changed planes at Zur­ 
ich, Switzerland will agree this is 
the most beautiful 
airport i n 
Europe. Flower beds line 
th e 
walks and balconies and gay col­ 
ored parasols protect the waiting 
passengers as they sip their cool­ 
ing drinks. 
“ We had scarcely finished the 
delicious meal we were served on 
our 2-hour flight from Vien n a 
when we were given a ticket 
which entitled us to a free drink 
of either fruit juice, chocolate or 
expresso when we landed at Zur­ 
ich. 
“ After a short w?ait w'e boarded 
the “ Alitalia” plane 
for Milan. 
We were again supplied with a 
meal, they do believe in keeping 
their passengers well fed. 
0 * 0 
THE SCENERY ABOVE Swit­ 
zerland is breathtaking, 
s n o w 
covered peaks all about us, and 
nestled in the valleys were many 
little cities. Streams of water cas­ 
cading down from the mountains 
made a beautiful sight. In 
no 
rime at all we were approaching 
the airport in Milan, and what a 
contrast from the snow-covere d 
mountains to sunny Italy. 
“ We seemed to have arrived at 
a critical time politically speak - 
ing. Many' huge signs stretched 
across the streets, “ Vote Com- 
munisto” 
greeted 
us 
as 
w’ e 
reached the city proper. Crowds 
of people had collected at all in­ 
tersections. delaying traffic, 
t o 
discuss 
their 
political 
view's. 
These signs were appealing to the 
people to get out to vote as it was 
the first election held in f i v e 
years.

A ULAN IS A HIGHLY indus - 
finalized 
city of I 1* million. We 
passed the Fiat auto factory and 
the Alfa Romeo plant on the way 
from the airport. The many m o­ 
torcycles that dart in and out of 
traffic are also made in Milan. 


We learned that 
more 
motor 
scooters were made in Milan than 
in all the rest of Europe. 
“ Everything about the city in­ 
dicated great wealth, construe - 
Hon of both apartment and office 
buildings is taking place every­ 
where. These are all heautif u I 
and modem structures. The worn * 
en are dressed in good taste, well 
coiffed and they all wear gloves 
and carry umbrellas which they 
use as walking sticks. The m e n 
too. 
were 
exceptionally 
well 
dressed. The children most of all 
attracted 
us. 
with 
their 
neat 
clothes and fine manners. Boys 
and girls of all ages, holding the 
hands of their parents a* t h e y 
walked down the street. 


“THE SMALL BOVS wear hats 
and 
suits with 
short 
trousers. 
neatly pressed. Not a pair of blue 
jeans in sight anywhere. 
“ The chemise dras* 
is not in 
the controversial stage here, i n 
fact, I ’m sure this is where it was 
born, as nearly all of the women 
w ere 
wearing chemise s t y I e 
dresses, regardless of age. 
“ In spite of the fact that spa­ 
ghetti is considered a typical dish, 
the women in this city evidently 
do not care for it as they ail 
seem to have slender figures. 
Even the more matured women 
here are slim and w'alk with a 
sprightly step.

“OUR 
REAL 
THRILL 
w a s 
Paris We arrived at a time when 
normally there is a lot of traffic. 
As our car sped along from Orly 
airport not a soul was in sight, 
^o cars were on the road, not a 
person to be seen anywhere. We 
began to think we had used poor 
judgment in coming to Pans, but 
as we 
reached downtown, bed - 
lam broke out. Thousands of peo­ 
ple were milling about. Soldiers 
and police everywhere. It seemed 
everyone was at the Place de la 
Concord. 
“ Our hotel faced the Place and 
from our grandstand window we 
had a magnificent view of the 
area, brightly lighted, fountains 
in operation. We were delighted 
with our location, directly across 
from the American Embassy. 
“ The evening of our arrival was 
not as exciting as the following 
evening when De Gaulle made his 
headquarters at the Presidency. 


That evening (last Thursday (the 
demonstration

TH E DEM ONSTRATION w a n 
very orderly, but perhaps 
th e 
thousands 
of 
police

nearby and what, they call thejr 
“ riot squads” with rather sinister 
looking 
guns, 
may have 
been 
the reason 
“ On Friday night when we were 
attempting to make our way hack 
to the Crillon in a cab, our way 
was barred by police standing 
shoulder to shoulder across the 
bridges. They were permift i n g 
traffic to leave the Place de la 
Concord, but were not allowing 
any cars to enter. As we had been 
over on hte left bank, having din­ 
ner at a little Basque restaurant 
which our Paris friends had rec­ 
ommended we could not c o m e 
back over the bridge. 
‘ Our cab driver protested I n 
vehement French but to no avail, 
they would not let him through 
but told him to go around. And 
around means miles away a n d 
then w'hen he made an attempt to 
turn on the Champs Elysees we 
were not permitted .to do t h a t 
either.

“WE COULD CROSS but n o t 
travel on it, so we got out and 
walked back to our hotel. T h e 
purpose in all this was co avoid 
any disorder, or possible b l o o d 
shed. W'e saw only one actual 
fight and that was from the safety 
of our hotel window'. This w a s 
quickly subdued by a 
surging 
mass of policemen who w e r e 
nearby. 
“ The crisis in Paris did n o t 
prevent the Couturiere from hold­ 
ing their fashion show's. Three of 
these m agnificent events w'e at­ 
tended and our trip to Pans was 
very rewarding.**
